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The Nub of the Problem 


T he highly respected Mr. Adlai 
Stevenson, who is likely, to hold 
office or wield a measure of influence 
in the new Kennedy administration, 
has cited Canadian-American rela¬ 
tions as among the urgent problems 
to be dealj with. There are other 
factors in the liaison of the two 
nations but Mr. Stevenson had par¬ 
ticular reference to the question of 
neutrality in the cold war. 

Neutralism is a role which 
Canada cannot afford, said Mr. Stev¬ 
enson. and in the sense of refusing 
to taka sides as between the U.S.A. 
and Soviet Russia such a role is not 
contemplated. Canada is a true ally, 
an integral part in fact, of the West¬ 
ern alliance. 

Neutralism is of varying nature, 
howwer, nor does it necessarily 
mean throwing up the sponge as the 
antithesis of going along with the 
U.S. in every facet of the latter’s 
policy. In the matter of nuclear 
weapons, for instance, Canada would 
like very much to be neutral—even 
to the extent of wishing a plague on 
all atomic prodtx^on for nidlitant 
purposes. 'That does not belie its 
attachment to the Western cause or 
its determination to do its fuli share 
in the common defence. 

Mr. Stevenson suggests there can 
be no neutralism when the choice Is 
between ways of living and arays of 
dying, but surely the ws^ of living 
ate more important. If these are 
properly contained the other choice 
nay be obviated. That Is why Mr. 


Howard Green is pursuing with credit 
the argument that the lesser powers 
should have a chance to influence 
the nuclear nations. 

His program is not to the liking 
of Soviet Russia and one suspects the 
U.S. is none too happy about it either. 
This may hqve bren at the bottom 
of Mr. Stevenson’s remarks about 
neutralism. American foreign policy 
to date, although it may undergo a 
change with the advent of a new 
president, has been to paint the cold 
war in two stark and opposing colors. 
The implication has always bMn that 
a nation is either with the U5.A. or 
against it. International relations 
’ are never so clear-cut ax that; every 
nation has nuances of opinion which 
reflect its own primary interests, and 
chief among these is a desire not to 
be caught helplessly between two 
giant nuclear protagonists. 

Canada cannot be indicted if the 
latter prospect Is disturbing, or If this 
situation provokes it to try and 
create an intervening factor that 
might lessen the tension now wrapped 
around the world like an octopus. 
’The octopus indeed is the nuclear 
bomb. Canada wilt never be neutral 
in the sense that she goes back on 
her obligations or ceases* to be a 
wholehe^ed supporter of the West¬ 
ern alltance, but she has some sover¬ 
eign right to express her views con¬ 
cerning the operatians of that 
aiUance. ’That perhaps Is the nub 
of the problem in this aspect of 
Canadian-American relations. 


‘Sunday Driver* Nuisance 


THE Patricia Bay Highway the 
problem of the ‘’Sunday driver^ 
has assumed greater proportions 
than ever before. Until 18 months 
ago It was only airport traffic that 
could be seriously inconvenienced, 
but now that the hi^way is the 
route to the provincial ferries, with 
northbound d^rtures at two^hour 
intervals, any impediment to the nor¬ 
mal flow of traffie causes something 
a lot worse than annoyance and 
inoonvenienoc. 

On an arterial highway arith only 
a single lane in each direction en¬ 
forcing the .Jaar^asMadt obeSwe tl ve 
driving is ter Jhae tamortant than 
H may ba^aMian. Tmv^Dete with 
ferry c oilBec tl o iu to make 20 ndlea 
aw^ cannot do so If dawdling sight¬ 
seers, altemately slowing down and 
speeding up, are in front of them. 

On much of the penineuia high- 
sray the speed limit has been raised 
to either 90 or 80 miles an hour for 
the purpose of fadUtating traffic to 


the airport and ferry termlnuB. It Is 
a waste of money building httfnvays 
fit for such s p eed s If commuting 
vehicles are held down to the 30-mlle- 
an-hour speed of thoee with nowhere 
particular to go. On a four^ane high¬ 
way this would not matter, but on a 
two-lane artery it largely undoes the 
good work of the provincial highways 
department 

Passing a long string of vehicles, 
probably held back by a sirgle 
crawler up front can be very danger¬ 
ous, and k a major cause of serioua 
aocidenta. On most sections of the 
Patrida Bay Hh^way the ahouldm 
ate wide and smooth enough for alow 
vehicles to pull aside, but few drivers 
will do that unless co m p eted ta 

Until something is done to recon¬ 
struct this route to a safe addth the. 
police highway patrols should be a lot 
more strict in enforcing the law, an- 
pedally on Sundays when hundreds 
of vehicles are trying to catch the 
ferries. 


Leave It to the SPCA 


TF THE Saanich dog pouni is as bad 
■* *' as the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Aniasals says it is, some 
action to improve conditions should 
be taken s(|thout delay. With winter 
appioachirv and the nights already 
coid, the dog-catcher’s collections 
should be boused in a reasoiuible 
degree of comfort. 

Modern society no longer toler¬ 
ates unkindneas or lack of consider¬ 
ation tar animals, and when it is a 
public service which is at fault cor¬ 
rective action should be all the faster. 

People who like dogs—and this 
district is full of theirv-^ not care 
to think even of strays suffering un¬ 
necessarily. After an, when a dog be¬ 
comes a stray it is not the dog’s fault 
and it should not be treated unkindly 
simply because it has become a nui¬ 
sance. That Is the fault of the human 
owner. When the pound has to resort 
to extermination, the equipment lued 
should be humane; and the makeshift 


contraption used .at the Saanich 
pound does not appear to pass the 
test 

Experience elsewhere has shown 
that an exchange of duties and 
revenues with the SPCA works very 
well, and those municipalities which 
have adopted that plan would not go 
back on It The SPCA Is fully ex¬ 
perienced in that kind of work, 
knows exactly what is required in the 
way of accommodation, equipment 
feeding and general care of animals 
until they are reclaimed, found other 
homes or put away. When a pound 
is run by the SPCA complaints are 
never heard about the way it is op¬ 
erated; and owners of animals which 
have strayed or been lost know they 
wtn be well looked after there. 

The SPCA’s offer to Saanich 
council to handle a pound for Saanich 
strays apparently remains open, and 
the couridl would be well advised to 
resume negotiations.

N early lO months have elapaed 
since the planning committee of 
the Cty of Victoria began the dlffl- 
‘cult Uak of framing a new sign by¬ 
-law that would bo In keeping with 
the town planning program for fu¬ 
ture city development, and at the 
same time would recognise the need 
of the businessman to advertise his 
product and his premises in an effec¬ 
tive manner. 

The fact that a series of drafts and 
amendments to these drafts were re¬ 
quired before the proposed bylaw 
was brought to council only testifies 
to the sincere and conscientious con¬ 
sideration given to this problem by 
members of the public works commit¬ 
tee and the planning committee. 

Much has been said and more writ¬ 
ten in comparing the amended fourth 
draft to the fourth draft, the fourth 
to the third, and so on. but if we wish 
te determine whether or not the new 
sign bylaw la progressive it would 
seem more reasonable to compare the 
provisions of the proposed by-law 
with those of the existing bylaw. 

Such a comparison would serve lo 
show whether the city would be 
“thrown to the wolves’’ as alleged by 
one citizen, or whether the regula¬ 
tion have actually been tightened in 
the interests of city beautification. 

Let us look then at some of the pio- 
vlstons of the new bylaw as they 
compare with existing regulations.

Virtually every type ef naen Hgn, 
including free s t anding signs, project¬ 
ing signs, wall algna and roof signs 
have been reduced in aUowabIt area 
under the tenna of tha new bylaw. 
Free-atandinf alfns have further been 
reduced In allewablt height while 
roof signs will ba prohibited In four 
of the alx sign xenea. reduced in 
heighl and will m be allowed to pro¬ 
ject beyond the property line. Pro¬ 
jecting Blgns will te limited aa to 
the extension above the parapet, will 
te virtually eliminated in the down¬ 
town area by being confined to a 3- 
foot projection, and will te further 
restricted aa te their clearance from 
the curb. In the residential zone no 
sign will te permitted to flash or 
te rotate. 

With reference to the billboards and 
bulletins existing tn the City of Vic¬ 
toria. these will te eliminated from 
the residential area, the increased 
special area, the roof tops in the 
downtown aree. and greatly restricted 
on roof-tops In other areas. The 
over-all effect of these changes in 
the bylaw will eliminate 70 to SO 
hiUbarda In the city. 

The new bylaw would relax regu¬ 
lations on two types of signs in cer¬ 
tain areas—facia signs in the down¬ 
town area only, and caf>opy signs, but 
would add 21 new restrictions on all 
other signs. 

It can be seen from this compari¬ 
son that the new bylaw will in fact 
reduce all the types of signs either 
in area or (p number in all zot>ea, 
and. contrary to opinions expressed, 
will not provide for an increase in 
the number and size of signs in tha 
City of Victoria.

Ahead

AlJanlic 
Alltanc. hav. begun lb prepart 
fdr their meeting of mlnl..tera in 
Paris this month. Every year, at thii 
December meeting, NATO minister, 
discuss s very wide rsnge of problems 
- from politicsl issues such ss the 
division of Germany, the threat to 
Berlin and posalblllliet of negotiating 
with Soviet Russia, lo strategic issuet 
•uch aa the arming of NATO forces 
with new weapons.

In NATO, each country’s do- 
lene* contribuUon is always daaely 
related to its economic capodty: lor 
if NATO war* to mako such demands 
at a member a* to Inflict economic 
or sodal damage, the allianco would 
defeat its own alma. 

Tha other motive for Integration 
ia a simple military one. Given tho 
speed and weapons of modern war¬ 
fare, it ia hnpoaatbla te defend Wes¬ 
tern Europe by separate notional 
farces under separate national com¬ 
mands. Speed In meeting aggretsion, 
and the power to concentrate tU 
necessary forces at a threatened 
area, are eatentiol; both require In¬ 
tegration. 

In the political Add, NATO has 
neither desired nor attempted bite- 
gratlon. Yet It ha* givan Europe a 
sense at aecurlty which has hdped 
six of its members to move to¬ 
wards political integration. Mero- 
ever. within NATO itaalf thert la 
constant political consultation, both 
bi the permanent councU and at tija 
periodic mlnlstcrUI meetings. Now¬ 
adays, this consultation covert not 
only problems srislng within th* 
NATO area, hut also problems arising 
anywhere in the woiid which NATO 
countries, severally er collectlvdy. 
can help to solve. NATO It becoming 
a force for preventing aggression and 
a fore* tor strengthening world paaoa.

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Fai and Lazy Trees

On* of th* major dluppointm*nt!i 
in gardening la to ahell out a f*w of 
thos* b«rd^ra*d dollara for a fruit 
tre* oniy to a** it put on vigorous 
gtowth year after year with nary a 
sign of any blossoms or fruit. Some¬ 
times this is due to buying cheap 
baigain-counter tiyes from one of the- 
fast-buck nnail order firms but. more 
often ttjan not. the tree hes gone all 
fat and lazy through too-generous 
treatment on the part of Its owner. 
*rhe first thing to do in the case of 
such unfruitful trees is to check the 
depth of planting. All fruit trees-are 
grafted, partly to ensure trueness to 
name and partly to restrict their size 
and bring them Into bearing earlier 
In life, but too-doep planting will 
nullify the dwarfing effect of the 
graft. An apple or pear tree growing 
on Its own roots may take 15 years 
or more before produclng^any fruit. 

* * a 

The pUce where the tree was 
grafted can be seen as a swollen spot 
on the stem and this must definitely 
be aboee the soil surface. If you can’t 
find this swelling on your reluctant 
tree. sUrt digging. Chances are. if the 
graft was buried. youH find roou 
emerging from above the twelling 


and these are the cause of the vigor¬ 
ous growth and lark of fruitfulnes.s. 

All such roots emerging from 
above the gtaft must be nipped off 
flush with the stem, otherwise you’ll 
have an apple the size of a forest tree 
and you’ll be drawing your old age 
pension before you get any fruit. 
These roots will grow again if the 
graft swelling is recovered with soil, 
so probably your best bet is to dig up 
the tree and replant It at Its proper 
depth, with the graft a good two 
inches above soli level. 

a a * 

If you can rule out overly deep 
planting as the cause of unfruitful- 
ness, your second suspect should be 
a too-nch soil and the treatment here 
may take several forms. The simplest 
it to lay sod or sow grass seed over 
the root run to use up the excess 
nitrogen. This is often renuirkably ef¬ 
fective. although the results may not 
show up for several years. 

A more drastic operation Is hark- 
ringlng, In which a shallow notch 
about a quarter-inch wide is cut com¬ 
pletely around the trunk. I am not 
too enthualaatlc over this business of 
hacking into a tree for. while it will 
curb excessive vigor. I have seen too 
many cases wh^ “the operation was 
successful but the patient died** 

Where major surgery Is Indicated 
to teach a reluctant tree the error of 


Its ways. I’d sooner do the hacking on 
the underground parts, which have a 
greater power to regenerate them¬ 
selves. This is known as root-pruning. 

e a * 

A circular trench is dug around 
the tre«> with its inner edge about 
three feet out from the trunk. Any 
long, thong-hke roots encountered are 
cut cleanly, preferably just beyond a 
point where a branch root emerges. 
The trench should be deep enough to 
penetfate well below the mass of 
mots and It is a good ideq^ to finish 
off by driving a ^harp-edged spade on 
the slant, inward ar^ downward, to 
sever any tap roots which are plung¬ 
ing to the depths. 

When the work is comfHeted mix a 
little peat mosa with the excavated 
soil and return it to the trench, pack¬ 
ing U down very firmly as the work 
proceeds. Don’t be too disappointed 
if the tree still refuses to bloom next 
spring, as the full effect of the opera¬ 
tion wont be felt until the summer 
of 19R2. 

These treatments are Indicated 
only when a tree falls to bear Mos- 
•oms. When flowers appear but no 
fruit or when small fruits form only 
to fall off, the trouble Is due to an 
entirely different caiiSA—usually the 
lack of a *‘husband“ hod all tho 
hacking in tha world won't help R 
bear any fruit. " *■’
